Frederick Douglass prayed and con- 
ferred with colleagues before tramping 
to the nearby White House to prod U.S. 
Presidents to act in civil rights mat- 
ters, Myrlie Evers-Williams took over 
the hebn of the NAACP. 

She becomes the third woman in 
history to serve eis chairperson of the 
venerable civil rights organization. 

The plucky woman fighter was 
sworn into office in a dramatic sym- 
bolic ceremony by seven Black federal 
judges, including Judges Robert L. 
Carter and Nathaniel R. Jones, who 
served as NAACP general counsel. 
The others in the judicial honor guard 
were Detroit Judge Damon J. Keith 
who presided, retired Judge A. Leon 
Higgenbotham, Matthew Perry, Nor- 
man HoUaway Johnson, and Judith 
W. Rogers. 

Sharing in the hallowed moment 
of leadership ascension were civil 
rights veteran Mrs. Rosa Parks, Mrs. 
Coretta Scott King, widow of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King, Jr.; Mrs. Betty 
Shabazz, the widow of Malcolm X; 
Ms. Dorothy Height, chairman of the 
National Council of Negro Women and 
political activist C. Dolores Tucker. 

The "new symbol of hope" spoke to 
and prayed with more than 1,000 
NAACP loyalists during a moving 
Mothers Day ceremony, which she

GOP Budget Cut Plan is Passed In Congress

Three of the four Black members 
of President Clinton's Cabinet could 
lose their jobs because their depart- 
ments may be eUminated under pro- 
posed Repubhcan budget cuts. 

The GOP-dominated Congress 
wants to balance the budget by the 
year 2002, seeking $1.4 trillion in 
savings. And already targeted for 
phaseout are the departments of 
Commerce (headed by Ron Brown), 
Energy (headed by Hazel O'Leary) 
and Veterans' Affairs (headed by 
Jesse Brown). 

The only remaining Black Cabi- 
net member would be Drug Czar Lee 
Brown. 

The hit, promised last November 
when the GOP gained control of 
Congress after winning the House 
for the first time in 40 years, stirred 



a hornet's nest of opposition and 
forecasted a year-long, race-tinged 
power struggle on Capitol Hill. 

"This is a terrible outrage," said 
VA Secretary Brown whose plan to 
build more hospitals was gutted in 
the money crunch. "American people 
don't want to default on our most 
sacred obligation, that of caring for 
our veterans." 

"It's scalp taking time," warned 
Energy Secretary O'Leary when 
called to the White House for a strat- 
egy session. 

Caught in the middle was the all- 
time high total of Black lawmakers 
elected to Congress. Since only two 
(of the 41) members are Republican, 
the majority of the Congressional 
Black Caucus, being Democratic, 
have been stripped of their usual 
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number of committee and subcom- 
mittee chairmanships and have ht- 
tle influence in the power build-up. 
As they prepared an all out effort to 
arouse Black voters to stymie the 
passage of "the revolutionary plan," 
many in the caucus fear dire results. 

Slated for termination are a total 
of 13 federal agencies, 284 programs 
and almost 70 commissions. 

Cutbacks in funding could affect 
Howard University which receives 
more than $300 million yearly as 
well as federal support of minority 
enterprise. Black college, and social 
welfare programs. 

First in the fray to defend the 
President's program, White House 
Chief of Staff Leon E. Panetta, par- 
ticularly stormed against the plan- 
ned reduction of Medicare and Med- 



icaid, arguing, "They confirm our 
worst suspicions about the direction 
they want to take the country." 

Atlanta Rep. John Lewis called 
the proposed cuts on Medicare "an 
attack on a system that millions of 
seniors have come to rely on for qual- 
ity medical care." He urged the GOP 
"not to take health care from our 
senior citizens to pay for tax cuts for 
the rich." 

The Agency for International Dev- 
elopment also faces closing, indicat- 
ing that aid to Africa will be slashed, 
hindering all out help to South Africa 
President Nelson Mandela during a 
crucial period. 

One administration official warn- 
ed that if aid is not forthcoming, 
more African babies will die and 
AIDS will spread unchecked.

The nation's 100 largest Black- 
owned companies hit a record $11 
billion in 1994, according to the 
annual Black Enterprise report. 

With combined 1994 sales of 
$11.71 billion, these companies re- 
corded a 13.91 percent increase in rev- 
enue, according to the 23rd annual 
report in the June edition of Black 
Enterprise. 

Black Enterprise Publisher Earl 
Graves said of survey findings, "In 
1994, the B.E. 100s companies main- 
tained the double-digit sales growth 
they have enjoyed since the 1990- 
91 recession." Here is a list of the 
nation's top 10 Black firms and their 
1994 sales in miUions of dollars:

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¥niy The Absence Of Dads Increases The 
Humber Of Children In Poverty 



In a perfect world the words 
children and poverty would 
never go together. But in 
America they are inextrica- 
bly linked. 

A principal reason for 
the increased number of chil- 
dren living at or below the 
poverty level, according to the 
recently released report Kids 
Count, is due to the rise in 
absentee fathers. 

"There remains ample rea- 
son for national alarm over 
the increasing share of our 
children who are growing up 
without fathers playing an 
important part in their Uves," 
said the report. 

Astonishingly, the report, 
which was commissioned by 
the Annie E. Casey Foimda- 
tion in Baltimore showed 
that in 1992 one in four chil- 
dren-or 19 million young- 
sters-in the United States 
lived in single-parent homes paHner. 
headed by mothers. Of that 
number, a whopping 36% of those 
children were living in poverty com- 
pared with only 7% of children Hving 
in two-parent households. 

In the Black commimity, the sta- 
tistics are even more staggering. For 
the same year, 1992-the number of 
Black households headed by moth- 
ers reached well over 50%. And

sadly, among those children, 71.3% 
Uved below the poverty level. 

"Despite cultural shifts in the roles 
of men and women over the past few 
decades, being the significant bread- 
winner remains a key definitional 
element of fatherhood in America," 
relates the sixth annual Kids Count 
report. "A 1990 poll found that 77% of 
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young women felt a well-paying job 
was an essential requirement for a 
husband, while only 25% of men indi- 
cated this was an essential character- 
istic for a wife." 

The importance of finances to 
women becomes apparent when a 
father abandons his family and leaves 
with money and credit. The mother, 
without an income, has little chance 
of establishing credit on her own. 

In the Kids Count report, George 
Mason University professor Roger 
Wilkins, citing the correlation be- 
tween mother-headed households and 
the difficulty these women experience 
in finding a marriage psirtner with 
stable employment, observed: "Poor 
children need families, and in a cul- 
ture where almost half the marriages 
end in divorce, the very least the most 
vulnerable citizens need for a chance 
to form and keep families is a real 
shot at earned income." 

According to Kids Counts, there is a 
powerful correlation between dim- 
inished male earnings and employ- 
ment, and the increase in absentee 
fathers in high poverty communities. 

"Children in father-absent families 
are five times more likely to be poor 
and about ten times more likely to be 
extremely poor," says Kids Count. 

The report, World Without Work 
Causes and Consequences of Black 
Male Joblessness, asserts that "the 
relationship between the economic 
well-being of Black men and the sta- 
bility of the Black family is complex." 

Further burdening fatherless chil- 
dren is the fact they do not typically 



have access to the same resources as 
those coming fi-om two-parent homes. 

And public assistance, designed to 
help bring them out of poverty, does 
not succeed, points out the Kids 
Count report. 

"For example, the combination 
of AFDC (Aid To Families With 
Dependent Children) and Food 
Stamps is below the poverty line in 
every state and under 75% of the 
poverty line in 41 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia." 

Additionally, explains the Kids 
Count report, "relatively few single 
parents receive adequate child- 
support payments. A recent analysis 
indicates that 58% of the gap in the 
amount that children 'should receive' 
in child support fi"om absent fathers 
and what they actually do receive 
is due to the lack of child-support 
awards." 

But even with all the statistics, 
studies, and research done on the 
issue of absentee fathers in general, 
the World Without Work report, 
which was jointly compiled by the 
Center for the Study of Social Policy 
and the Philadelphia Children's Net- 
work, has said that the Black angle 
has yet to be fully addressed. 

And unfortunately, what research 
has been done paints a dismal pic- 
ture. For example, between 1967 
and 1992 the median income of 
Black married-couple families rose 
51% ft-om $22,626 to $34,196. In 
sharp contrast, the median income 
of single-mother families rose only 
2.6% from $11,653 to $11,956.

"Poverty is the single most impor- 
tant factor in these families' disorga- 
nization-it is both a cause and 
result of single parent homes," 
says Dr. Vivian Gadsden, who 
authored the report The Absence of

"Children exposed to chronic poverty 
face severe limits in all domains of 
life choices."

"If the trends affecting Black men 
are to be reversed, a new national 
agenda must be developed. Before 
that can happen, the people of this 
nation must recognize how funda- 
mental the dislocation of Black 
males from mainstream American 
economic life has become."

May 25, 1878 — 

Bill ^'Boj angles" Robinson, 

the famous tap-dancer (who created 
stair tap dance) and actor, was bom in 
Richmond, VA, on this day.

Can Help Prevent Back Problems 



In a stressful, hectic environment, 
back pain has introduced itself with 
alarming regularity. 

About 50 percent of working adults 
in the country suffers from low back 
pain. 

Those who £u*e overweight, out of 
shape or under stress are potential 
candidates for a problem that has 
become a part of our daily lives.

The regimen of exercises, as listed 
in the Washington Post, consists of 
wall slides (stand flat against the wall 
and slowly slide down into a crouch), 
leg raises and partial sit-ups per- 
formed with bent knees. In doing these 
controlled sit-ups, the head and shoul- 
ders are lifted off the floor while reach- 
ing with both hands toward the knees. 

Orthopedic surgeon Dr. Garth 
Russell, with the Columbia (MO) 
Spine Center told the Post that people 
make the mistake of doing the sit-up 
too fast or too strenuously, putting 
pressure on the back instead of letting 
the stomach muscles do the work. 

The American Academy of Ortho- 



pedic Surgeons recommends daily 
stretching exercises to lessen every- 
day strain on the back. 

The menu of exercises includes 
Ijdng on the back and raising bent 
knees to the chest and lying on the 
stomach and lifting the upper torso 
with arms while allowing the hips 
and legs to remain flat on the floor. 

The pelvic tilt is a good exercise 
for reUeving stress. It is performed 
by either lying on the floor with 
knees bent or against the wall. Just 
contract the abdomingJ muscles and 
push down the small of the back 
while rotating the pelvis back to flat- 
ten the back. 

Dr. Russell also recommends that 
people "learn to use your back in a 
mechanical way." 

When lifting objects, hold them as 
close to the body as possible, using 
the legs, not bending at the waist 
and lifting which strains back mus- 
cles, Dr Russell explained, adding 
that twisting while lifting is an espe- 
cially dangerous practice as well. 

Lifting objects requires, "holding 
the back in as straight a position as 
possible. Anything less puts a torque 
or excessive pressure on the disc," 
the doctor concluded. 
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Wall Slides To 
Strengthen Back, Hip 
And Leg Muscles: Stand 
with your back against a 
wall and feet shoulder- 
width apart. SUde down 
into a crouch with 
knees bent to about a 
90 degree angle. Count 
to five and shde back 
up the wall. Repeat 
movement five times. 




Leg Raises To Strengthen 
Back And Hip Muscles: Lie on 
your stomach. Tighten the muscles 
in one leg and raise it fi^om the floor. 
Hold your leg up for a count of 10 
and return it to the floor. Do the 
same with the other leg. 
Repeat exercise five 
times with each 
leg. 




Leg Raises To Strengthen 
Stomach and Hip Muscles: Lie on 
your back with your arms at your 
sides. Lift; one leg off" the floor. Hold 
your leg up for a count of 10 and 
retiuTi it to the floor. Do the same 
with the other leg. Repeat five times 
with each leg. If movement is too dif- 




ficult, keep one knee bent and the 
foot flat on the ground while raising 
the leg. 

The exercise can also be done by 
sitting upright in a chair with 
legs straight and extended at 
angle to the floor. Lift; one 
leg waist high. Slowly 
return your leg to the 
floor. Do the 
same with 
the other 
leg. Repeat 
five times 
with each leg. 

Partial Sit-ups To Strengthen 
Stomach Muscles: Lie on your 
back with knees bent and feet flat on 
floor. Slowly raise your head and 
shoulders off the floor and reach 
with both hands toward 
your knees. 
Count to 
10. 

Repeat 
five times. 

Back Leg Swings To 
Strengthen Hip And Back Mus- 
cles: Stand behind a chair with your 
hands on the back of 
the chair. Lift; one leg 
back and up while 
keeping the knee 
straight. Return 
slowly. Raise other 
leg and return. 
Repeat five 
times with 
each leg. ^

Strain On The Back: 

l.Lie on your 
back with knees 
bent and 
feet flat on 
bed or floor.

Cleaner Homes May 
Ease Asthma Among 
Children: Researchers . 

Researchers beUeve poor city chil- 
dren suffer more from asthma 
because their homes are filled with 
substances that cause allergies and 
airway irritation, a recent report in 
USA Today reveals. 

To try and curtail the asthma epi- 
demic among poor urban children, 
researchers have suggested some 
rather unusual measures like: fi*ee 
cockroach exterminations, house 
cleaning and stop smoking classes 



for parents, the report indicated. 

Among asthmatic Black and His- 
panic children in eight cities, 35 per- j 
cent are allergic to cockroaches and 
20 percent to rats, according to pre- 
liminary results fi'om a government- 
funded study reviewed recently at ' 
the National Institutes of Health. 

Children are most likely allergic 
to substances they encounter fre- 
quently. The study also showed that 
59 percent of the children lived with 
smokers and 18 percent lived in 
homes partially heated by gas stoves 
or space heaters, which can produce 
irritating fumes.

White South African Woman 
Helps Expose Housins Bias 

A White South Afiican woman re- 
cently helped blow the fid off" a hous- 
ing discrimination case of an upscale 
Brooklyn real estate firm, according 
to the New York Daily News. 

And the New York City Human 
Rights Commission recently fined 
the firm $30,000 and accused it of 
"racist behavior" for its reported 
secret coding system to help own- 
ers screen out Black and Hispanic 
apartment hunters. 

The number 23 was the secret 
code used if the owner of the apart- 
ment did not want Black applicants. 

Ironically, it was Ann Van Zyl, a 
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40-year-old White South African 
woman who confi'onted her boss at i 
Park West Realty and exposed the 
biased practice. 

Van Zyl told the New York Daily 
News that Arnold Rosenshein, a bro- 
ker who owns Park West, told her if 
she didn't like the practice she 
should quit. 

She did quit the job, but took 
coded realty records with her and 
turned them over to the city Human 
Rights Conmiission. 

After the conmiission's investiga- 
tion, it recently ordered a total of 
$36,000 in fines against Rosen- 
shein, two saleswomen at Park 
West and a landlord who rejected a 
Black applicant.

interrupted. 

Allstates Transworld Van Lines 
Inc., a household wares moving com- 
pginy, had trouble meeting expenses 
in the early 1980s. A lawyer recom- 
mended it stop pa)dng its Yellow 
Pages bill, but continue paying for 
phone service. 

That advice landed Timothy Per- 
son Sr., president of the moving 
business, in the legal battle of his 
life with Southwestern Bell tele- 
phone company, which interrupt- 
ed his company's phone service to 
force Allstates to pay the Yellow 
Pages bill. 

The phone company cut off All- 
states' phone service more than 60 
times from September 1982 to 
March 1983 in an effort to collect for 
the overdue bill, explained the tele- 
phone company's lawyer in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Meanwhile, Person's company lost 
its biggest customers — the Depart- 
ment of Defense — as a result, nearly 



wiping out the company. 

But when the jury recently award- 
ed Allstates $4 million in actual dam- 
ages and $8 milUon in punitive dam- 
ages in St. Louis Circuit Court, 
Person's reaction was one of joy and 
relief 

"This is a big day in my Hfe. With- 
out the help of those who believed in 
the destiny of this case, and those 
who made themselves available to 
testify in our behalf ..this would not 
have happened," Person said in a 
news release. 

Person, who is the father of Tim 
Person, a top aide to Mayor Freeman 
Bosley Jr., said a great deal of the 
company's business came from mov- 
ing the belongings of military person- 
nel. The company gained approval 
from the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in 1980. 

Allstates lawyer, Gary J. Morris, 
told the Post-Dispatch that South- 
western Bell and Allstates disputed 
over what amount of the company's 
$11,000 phone service bill was actu- 
ally part of its Yellow Pages bill. 

And Southwestern Bell disrupted 
phone service even though it could 
have deducted money from Allstates' 
$5,000 deposit. 

Morris said Person has rebuilt 
the company to where it is doing 
"reasonably well." 

Southwestern Bell's attorney said 
it would appeal the jury verdict.

Garnett reportedly chose to enter 
the June NBA draft after learning 
he had fallen one point short of the 
ACT score of 17 — the required score 
for NCAA Division I eligibihty for 
student-athletes, explained Farragut 
assistant coach Ron Eskridge in 
the USA Today. 

Eskridge, a confidant of Garnett, 



told the Chicago Tribune that the 
young basketball phenom took the 
ACT test four times. 

"Kevin was very despondent when 
he got his last ACT score. He scored a 
16 and he thought it would be a 20, 
That made it two 15s and two 20s," 
Eskridge said in the Tribune. 

The 18-year-old Garnett wrote in 
a letter to NBA Commissioner David 
Stem, "I am prepared for this great 
endeavor. I know I will be among 
the finest players in the world." 

Garnett, a 6-foot-ll, 217-pound 
center, also possesses the skills and 
versatility of a guard. He was MVP of 
the McDonald's Ail-American Basket- 
ball game in St. Louis on April 2. 

Garnett averaged 26 points, 18 
reboimds and six assists per game 
with Farragut in his senior year. 

College underclassmen have 30 
days after the draft to withdraw and 
return to school. But if Garnett 
changes his mind, he will need 
NCAA approval to play college ball. 

Garnett would be the fourth per- 
son to make the jump fi-om high 
school to the pros — the others are 
future Hall of Fame center Moses 
Malone, former All-Star center Dar- 
ryl Dawkins and joumejnnan for- 
ward Bill Willoughby.

Videotape Clears Black Phoenix Mechanic 
Of Murder Charges 



Murder charges against Cory Dion 
Winston, 21, recently were dismis- 
sed after a home video revealed that 
he could not have shot and killed 
Ronald Maurice King, 30, during a 
party last summer in Phoenix. 

Both defense attorneys and prose- 
cutors agreed the tape clearly show- 
ed King running for the exit one 
minute after Winston, allegedly fired 
the fatal shots. Later that night 
King was foimd dead in the parking 
lot of the union hall where the party 
was held. 

Judge Jonathan Schwartz of Mari- 
copa (AZ) County Superior Court, dis- 
missed the charges "with prejudice," 
which means these charges against 
Winston can't be filed again. 

"Had we not had this video, it 



was likely there would have been a 
conviction," said J. Denton Dobbins, 
the court-appointed lawyer defend- 
ing Winston in the Phoenix Gazette. 

Attorney Dobbins said that Win- 
ston had fired several shots out the 
hall's doorway in a foolish attempt to 
break up a melee. 

Winston was charged with the 
murder when King was found lying 
dead in the lot. 

Fortunately for Winston, some- 
one had videotaped the party and 
the case went to trial with the prose- 
cution and defense looking at the 
sequence in which Winston fired the 
supposedly fatal shots. 

Winston, a mechanic, spent 10 
months in jail. He said he was happy 
to rejoin his wife and infant son.
